bankers and Russian business men 


took on unwonted significance. 
.. Absolute 


secrecy, however, sur- 


rounded the proceedings, so far as 
American newspaper representatives 
were concerned, but the Russian semi- 
official news agency was able to ob- 
tain some of the details, which were 
forwarded to Moscow and published 
there. 

Though information was refused 
the American representatives, as the 
banquet was declared to be of a pri- 
vate nature, the Associated Press in- 
structed its Moscow bureau “to send 
back to the United States the account

MAYOR REPORTED 
READY TO ENTER 
CONGRESS. RAGE 


Sims Admits He Is Con- 
sidering Contest But 
Says ‘That He.Has Not 
Yet Reached Decision. 


RAGSDALE IS URGED 
TO RUN FOR MAYOR 


Writes Friends He May 
Enter Primary—Many 
Possible Candidates 
Mentioned for Place. 


Persistent rumors that Mayor Wal- 
ter A. Sims would offer ‘as a candi- 
date for congres? from the fifth con- 
gressional district to succeed Con- 
gressman W. D. Upshaw brought en 
admission Saturday from Mayor Sims 
to a representative of The Constitu- 
tion that he was “seriously consid- 
reing” importunities of his many 
friends, but that he could not say 
at this time whether he would be 
a candidate, 

The congressional candidate is to 
be nominated in the state primary to 
be held next September. It was freely 
reported that Congressman Upshaw 
would be a candidate to succeed him- 
self. Political observers predicted the 
race would be between Mr. Upshaw 


and Mayor Sims. 
Ragsdale for Mayor. 

At the same time Saturday it be- 
eame known that I. N. Ragsdale, # 
member of the Fulton County ¢om- 
mission, former alderman from the 
tenth -ward and former mayor pool 


he ‘was seriously considering requests 
that he be a candidate for mayor 
next year. He declared he probably 
would officially announce if he could 
arranage his business affairs. A def- 
inite decision would be made soon, 


Mr. Ragsdale said. 

“T cannot state definitely at this 
time whether I will bé a candidate 
for congress,”’.Mayor Sims declared in 
answer to direct questioning by a rep- 
resentative of The Constitution. 

“It is true that I have received re- 
quests from all sections of the fifth 
district asking that I announce. I 
would consider the post a high honor 
and I appreciate the solicitation of 
my friends. I have net made up my 
mind as yet, However.” 


Sims Holds Conferences. 


It is known that Mayor Sims has 
been in conference with political lead- 
ers of the fifth district several days 
the past week, and while the nature of 
the conferences has not been disclosed, 
it is believed that they were in con- 
nection with the reported political as- 
pirations of the mayor. 

At the meeting a week ago of city 
and county public service employees, 
several of the speakers launched a 
boom for Mr. Ragsdale for the mayor- 
alty. Mr. Ragsdale in response de- 
clared he was “not looking for any 
kind of a job” but at the same time 
thanked the members of the union for 
their attitude towards him. 

While the city primary is almost a 
peat off, talk at city hall the last week 

as centered on probable mayoralty 

candidates for next year. Mayor Sims 
is barred by city charter from mak- 
ing the race for reelection by reason 
of the fact that he now is serving his 
second consecutive term. 


Possible Candidates. 


Among those who have been men- 
tioned as possible mayoralty candi- 
dates are Dr. W. B. DuVall, now may- 
or pro tem, ar. alderman from the 
first ward; Aiierman W. B. Harts- 
field, of the third ward; Alderman AI- 
len Couch, of the fifth; Wylie Moore, 
councilman from the seventh -and 
president of the Wofford Oil Company 
of Georgia; A. J. Orme, banker and 
councilman from the eighth werd; Al- 
derman J. L. Carpenter. of the 
eleventh, and J. Oscar Mills, former 
county commissioner and now a mem- 
ber of the city board of education from 
the ninth ward.

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STEPHENSON PLEA 


FOR NEW TRIAL 
DENIED BY COURT 


Former ‘Indiana Klan 
~LTeader Defeated at 
Every Turn Made To 
Nullify His Conviction. 


Noblesville, Ind., December 12.— 
(P)—D. C. Stephenson returned to 
Indiana state prison tonight with only 
one remaining hope that his corvie- 
tion to life imprisonment for murder 
of Madge Oberholtzer might be set 
aside. That was through appeal to 
the: higher court. 

The former Indiana leader of the 
Ku Klux Klan was beaten in every 
legal turn he made here today to nul- 
lify his conviction and win a new 
trial. Judge Will M. Sparks. also 
overruled a motion to arrest judg- 
ment. Shephenson, with a wan smile, 
accepted the verdict philosophically. 

Confers With Counsel. 

Judge Sparks heard arguments on 
the motion to vacate the verdiet, but 
the other motions were merely filed 
and action announced. Following 
that, with the consent of the court, 
the three guards who had custody of 
Stephenson permitted him to converse 
for an hour with attorneys and 
friends. 

Stephenson's attorneys declared the 
verdict of the jurv four weeks ago 
today was illegal in that the Jefend- 
ant was found guilty on a cont in 
which it was not ch irged tha’ he 


“purposely” committed the act of 
which he was acecusec 


Motion Is Denied. 


Two hundred and eighty-seven rea- 
sons were contained in the motion for 
a new trial, which was filed imme- 
diately after Judge Sparks ruled on 
the motion fo vacate. It, too, ‘vas 
promptly overruled,-only to be follow- 
ed with a motion to arrest judgment. 
The court announced 120 days would 
. permitted in which to file excep- 
ions. 

Eph Inman, chief of coursel for 
Stephenson, said it would take some 
timeto prepare the appeal which will 
be filed with the Indiana supreme 
court. 

In the meantime Stephenson will 
continue his work in the chair factory 
at the prison. 


CREW OF 22 MEN, 
ADRIFT FOR 9 DAYS, 
ARE RESCUED ALIVE 


Tampa, Fla., December 12.—(4)— 
The 22 men aboard the barge Altama- 
ha, who have been. adrift in the gulf 
almost nine days with only provisions 
for six men for a week, were rescued 
today by the United States coast guard 
cutter Tallapoosa and are being 
brought to Tampa 

The cutter with the rescued seamen 
is due to arrive here at about noon to- 
morrow, according to a wireless re- 
pert from the Tallapoosa picked up 

ere tonight. The message said the 
barge had been found about 130 miles 
west and half-north of the Tampa sea 
eg Most of the men are from Mo- 

ile 

The ‘Tallapoosa had been leading the 
search for the barge since Monday and 
had been joined by tugs and airplanes 
from all ports along the gulf coast. 


Father Admits 
He Beheaded 
His Step-Son 


Texas Wood-Cutter Buried 
Head in Ruined Cellar 
on His Farm. 


Fort Worth, | Texas, December 12.— 
(Py—Solution. of the Stephenyille. 
severed head mystery wae reached 
here tonight with the confession of 
F. M. Snow, 46, a wood cutter, that 
the head found in a ruined cellar three 
days ago was that of his e#tep-son, 
Berrie. Connally, 19, whom he had 


Tshot and killed November 30, when 


the boy attacked him. at their farm 
home near Stephenvilie. 

Snow, however, denied that he had 
made away with Mrs. Snow and Mrs. 
S. A. Old, the boy’s mother and 
grandmother, declaring they left for 
Waco, Texas, three days before the 
killing of his step-son. Heavily guard- 
el, Snow tonight was being rushed to 
a high hill top, near Stephenville, 
where he said he left the boy’s body 
after decapitating it following the 
slaying. 

The prisOner offered no explana- 
tion as to the finding of piles of | 
bones by the authorities at his farm 
today, nor could he say why he had 
decapitated his step-son. 

Can’t Explain His Crime. 

“I. don’t know why,” he said. “I 

ean't explain how I felt at that time 


when I was there alone on that moun- 
tain top with the corpse. I must have 
been crazy then. 1 didn’t do it te 
conceal the crime I had committed.” 

Snow said he and his step-son had 
never quarreled before the day of 
the killing. Connally had been around 
the place most of the day, and about 
dusk the two were in the house to- 
gether. 

Suddenly, Snow said, he heard the 
boy cry, “I'll end you now.” Wheel- 
ing, he was in time to knock Con- 
nally’s arm upward and ward off a 
bullet frem a pistol in the boy’s 
hands. Connally fired twice in the 
struggle, Snow declared. Then the 
elder man was able to fire at the boy, 
killing him almost instantly, the con- 
fessioh said. 

Body Carried to Mountain. 

The body was then placed in a wagon 
he used for hauling wood and trans- 
ported to the mountain top. ‘There, 
Snow said, he decapitated the body, 
leaving the torso on the ground. He 
then wrapped the head in the coat and 
shirt found around it and carried it 
to the Riggs farm, 12 miles from 
Stephenville, and placed it in the 
cellar of a partly burned house. Dogs 
belonging to Ben Aycock, a trap 
discovered it when they preceded hin 
to the cellar in which he intended to 
sy a trap. The officers were given 
the name of a man living at Stephen- 
ville, to whom Snow claimed he sold 
the pistol following the killing. 

Snow's confession cleared up the 
relation of the blood-stained axe and 
wagon found at the farm earlier to- 
day, but he denied the bones found 
in the fireplace were those of his 
step-son. 


Tells of Family Life. 


Snow prefaced his confession with Go 


an account of his meeting with the 
boy and his mother some months ago, 
his courtship and their life together 
near Iredell for a time. Mrs. Snow 
formerly was a Mrs. Poston. Before 
that, she was Mrs. Connally, her hus- 
band of that name being killed by a 
negro highwayman at 
years ago.

Hall: was deputized hy. Sheriff 
Tucker, of Lanier count¥, and in com- 
pany with another deputy and the 
sheriff, .went to the. woman's home 
near Lakeland, Ga., on Friday night. 
[It is cherged by the officers that as 
they approached the Gurganious home, 
Mrs. Gurganious fired on them with 
a shotgun, fatally wounding Hall It 
is claimed that she was reloading her 
gun and attempting to shoot the 
other members of the raiding party 
when they overpowered her and took 
the weapon from her. 

Mrs. Gurganious, who is the mother 
of six children, and the widow of the 
late M. T. Gurganious, in a statement 


this afternoon says that on Friday 
night she heard somebody prowling 
around her home and that she and 
her daughter went out to investigate 
the noise they heard. They saw no 
one and she continued her work of 
cooking supper. Soon afterward she 
again heard some one moving near 
her barn, and thinking that some 
thief was attempting to steal her mule 
feed took her gun and again went 
to investigate: 

She claims that she saw a man ap- 
proaching her stealthily in the dark 
and after. calling out to the party to 
leave she fired the n, believing 
that the man was going to attack 
her. She. was greatly shocked when 
she fownd that she had fatally wound- 
ed her neighbor Hall. 

Mrs. Gurganious claims that she 
had never made whisky and had none 
in her home. 

She says she was endeavoring to 
protect herself and young children and 
did not know that the sheriff was 
raiding her place.

Although the topic for discussion at 
the Inncheon given today by the Na- 


fect of the Locarno peace pact on the 
foreign policy of the, United States. 
the world court and The Hague tri-

United States Senator Irvine IL. 
Lenroot, of Wisconsin, defended the 
tribunal and urged Ameri¢a’s im- 
mediate entry, while Congressman 
George H. Tinkham, of Massachusetts. 
and Dr. Herbert Adams Gibbons, war 
correspondent and professor at Prince- 
ton university,: strenuously attacked 
both principle and practice of the 
world court. 

Lenroot Derides Criticism. 

Senator. Levroot derided the criti- 
cism that joining the world court 
would commit this country to foreign

The United States, he said, would 
net gain aby material benefit from 
joining the world court, but would at- 
tain real heights of leadership in the 
field of international good will and 
would convince the nations of the 
world of its sincere desire to establish 
peace upon a permanent basis. 

Congressman Tinkham characterized 
the world court as the “creature and 
tool of the League of Nations,” and 
declared that for this country to join 
it would mean that this country would 
be under moral, if not legal, obliga- 
tions to pursue a foreign’ policy direct- 
ly opposed to that laid down by the 
founders of the nation. 

Attitude Truly Shameful. 

Dr. Gibbons said that while the de- 
sire of the republican administraticn 
to have the United States enter the 
world court was “a splendid gesture 
of international good will,” the atti- 
tude of this country on this question 
of foreign indebtedness was “not 
only wrong, but truly shameful.” He 
said that this country should “aban- 
don all hypocritical talk of moral 
leadership of the world and do some- 
thing to dispel the universal opinion 
abroad that our foreign debt policy 
is gee of cone and discrimination.” 

Dr. 


insisted that our 
method of refunding international 
debts was today the greatest out- 
standing factor in making possible 
another war. 
ises French Debt Terms. 

“We have im sed hard terms on 
France,” he said, “and have thrown 
her into political confusion. We have 
borne down on England with a heavy 
hand, and te we talk of interna- 
tional good wil 

He said we schnell Belgium better 
terms than France and had_ favored 
Italy to an extraordinary degree. All 
Europe was incensed, he ‘said. at the 
“cold-blooded business attitude” this 
nation has taken on the debt — 
and our talk of “moral leadership” 
oe quite empty to them.

would take in event the aldermanic 
board approved the salary increases. 

“T will have nothing to ‘say until 
the measures are presented me offi- 
cially,” he said. 

The first of the measures to be con- 
sidered by the aldermanic board will 
be an ordinance designed to put into 
effect January 1, increases in salar- 
ies for city firemen, as authorized by 
a referendum at.the polls December 2. 
Under this provision, firemen who 
have seen more tham three years’ sery- 
ice as privates will receive $175 a 
month, while officers and mechanics 
in the department would receive pro- 
portionate increases. 


The second measure was one intro- 
duced by the council police committee 
and designed to place police officers 
on approximately the same salary 
basis as firemen. Alderman Guy 
Dobbs. of the police committee, has 
‘contended that the work of police- 
men is equally as hazardous as fire- 
men and that the time-honored cus- 
tom of paying men of the two depart- 
ments on the same basis should be 
continued, 


Minimum Wage Sought. 


A third measure was one intro- 
duced by Councilman Harry York, 
seeking to fix $100 a month as the 
minimum standard wage for all “‘semi- 
skilled” laborers and _ clerical em- 
ployees in all departments, and $1.75 
a day as the minimum wage for all 
common laborers. 

The fourth measure, likewise intro- 
duced by Councilman York, provides 
for a flat 15 per cent increase for all 
employees making $1,200 a year, up to 
and including $3,000 a year, and a flat 
10 per cent increase for all officials 
and employees making more than 


Both of the two latter measures 
won indorsement of the city and coun- 
ty public service employees’ union in 
session a week ago at the Labor tem- 


ple. 

The aldermanic board was sched- 
uled to have met last Thursday to 
pass on the measures but on account 
of the intended absence of a number 
of the members from the city, the 
board voted to defer its meeting until 
Monday.

FAVORS WORLD COURT 


Continued From First Page. 
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United States enter the world court 
plan under the Harding-Hughes-Cool- 
idge reservations. 

The resolution read* 

“Whereas, we, the delegates of 250 
institutions of higher learning in the 
United States, desire te basten the 
securing of peace and to all peoples, 

“Be it resolved, that we advocate 
to the president and senate that the 
United States enter: the permanent 
court. of international justice under 
the Harding-Hughes-Coolidge plan.” 
Voting as individuals, 193 delegates 
favored entrance with Harding- 
Hughes reservations: nine favored 
entrance under the “harmony’”’ plan; 
139 voted that the United States 
adopt some program with nations to 
secure peace, and that entrance into 
the court be regarded as the first 
steps in such a program. 


Favored as Step to Peace. 


Sentiment was expressed, during 
the open forum discussion, in favor 
of entering the world court “as at 
least a step” to peace. This phrase 
provoked much discussion, being taken 
by some to indicate a desire for sub- 
sequent entrance into the league. 

Objections to the entrance of Amer- 
ica into the court were based upon as- 
sertions that the treaty of Versailles 
had proved unjust, and that: the court 
had no power to enforce its decision 
in cases arising out of the treaty. 


The “harmony plan” for entrance, 
with withdrawal possible at the end 
of two years or compulsory with- 
drawal at the end of five, if interna- 
tional law is not codified and war out- 
lawed by treaty within that period, 
also was discussed, 


Favor Final Entrance to League. 


John G. Becker, of Yale, chairman 
of a committee to ascertain sentiment 
developed at the morning group dis- 
cussions, presented four proposals, in- 
cluding one that America should en- 
ter “as the least step” and that im- 
meiiately after entrance it go into the |, 
League of Nations. Advocates of “the 
least step” regard it as a means of 
taking a more emphatic’ stand than 
merely approving the court. 

Henry Fraser, of Cornell, led the 
objection to the phrase, contending 
that the conference dared not create 
the impression that the college student 
had the League of Nations in the back 
of his mind. R. M. Fulle, of Prince- 
ton, followed with the assertion that 
the delegates had met to pass only on 
the world court. 

Norman Shaw, of Oberlin college. 
one of the few opponents of American 
entrance, argued that peace could best 
be secured, not by machinery of this 
kind, but rather by the relation among 
nations of the earth. 

Would Change Treaties. 

Ford Simonson, of the Univer.‘‘tv of 
Kansas, defending American entrance, 
advocated the changing of treaties and 
conventions, if they were dangerous, 
rather than the scrapping of the 
court.

ELECTED CHAIRMAN 


Tom Heflin, of Alabama, 
Suggests Many Changes 
To Be Made in Present

Washington, December 12.—(4)— 
A special committee to draft a bill, 
providing for changes in the present 
system of cotton production and gin- 
ning reports, was appointed today by 
the conference of senators and repre- 
sentatives of the cotton-producing 
states. 

Senator Smith of South Carolina 
was named chairman of the conference 
and probably will be chairman of the 
committee, which will be composed 
of one senator and one representative 
from each state in which cotton is 
produced. The committee expects to 
report a bill next month and it will be 
pressed in both houses. 

After the committee has completed 
the bill, it will be presented to the 
full conference for its consideration 
before it is introduced. 

Many Changes Suggested. 

Many suggestions for changes in 
the present system were made at the 
conference today. Senator J] “‘n, of 
Alabama, insisted that the present 
system of sending ginning reports by 
‘telegraph to the department of agri- 
culture should be eliminated, on the 


ground that errors in transmission | 


are likely, with the result that incor- 
rect reports are made public. 

Another suggestion by the Alabama 
senator was that there be created_a

Republican Senators Up

Washington, December 12.—(Staff 
Correspondence.)—The protests of 
colored leaders here against the con- 
firmation of M. O. Dunning as col- 
lector of customs at Savannah will 
not prevail. 

Searcely any of the senators are 
desirous of stirring up a Ku Klux 
Klan ficht, especially with a general 
congressional election less than a year 
ahead. The seven democratic sen- 
ators, whose seats are involved next 
election, have no cause to worry, as 
they are in safely southern democratic 
states. Many of the republican sen- 
ators all of whom wish to be re- 
elected are in northern states, where 
.2@ klan is greatly stronger than 
the negroes, and where it would be 
dangerous to raise a klan issue. 

Butler Needs Klan Votes. 

In Massachusetts even, Senator But- 
ler, the president’s fidus Achates, 
must rely strongly on klan votes to 
give him any assurance of beating 
Dave Walsh, former senator, backed 
by a solid Catholi¢ vote. In Indiana, 
Senator Watson cannot afford to have 
this senate slap the klan in the face. 
The kluxervs are formidable and solidly 
organized in Hoosierdom, and with- 
out material aid from their ranks, 
“genial Jim” would haye a rocky road 
to travel out there next November. 


Then there are Maryland, Ohio, 
Illinois, Wisconsin and Oklahoma, 
where the fewer bricks chunked at 
the klan, the more coinfortably can 
a republican make his way in the pri- 
maries and in the final run-off, 

As for the presidént, the very fact 
that he has submitted Dunning’s name 


-to. the senate shows that*he will stand 


pat on the nomination.

Senate Committee Picked 
Out “Few Isolated 
Cases,” However, Solici- 
tor Gregg Protests. 


Washington, December 12.—()— 
Conceding that there have been cases 
of “irregularity” and some “isolated 
cases” of fraud in the settlement of 
tax matters, A. W. Gregg; recently- 
appointed solicitor of thé internal rev- 
enue bureau, has informed the senate 
investigating committee that every- 
thing possible is being done to correct 
the situation. 

Mr. Gregg’s statement to the com- 
mittee is contained in another batch 
of testimony of the secret hearing; 
made public today after its presenta- 
tion to the senate. The solicitor spro- 
tested that representatives of the com- 
mittee had selected “a iew isolated 
cases” and advertising them as typical. 


“‘We know that cases have been de- 
cided incorrectly,” Mr. Gregg said.

Arkansas Man First Chlo- 
roformed by Bandits 
Then $700 Payroll Taken 
From Him. 


Eldorado, Ark., December 12.—(/) 
Ira M. Hudson, 45, wealthy lumber- 
man, former president of the Eldorado 
Chamber of Commerce, was chloro- 
formed and shot to death on the Law- 
son road, eight miles east of here this 
afternoon, by bandits who escaped 
with a $700 payroll, which Mr. Hud- 
sOh Was carrying to the Hudson & 
Cooper company mill at Lawson. 

Mr. Hudson left this city about 2 
o’clock and when night came and he 
had not returned, his family became 
alarmed. His partner, Hugh Cooper, 
in company, with Mrs. Hudson and 
Frank Smith, former mayor cf El- 
dorado, set out in a,car for Lawson. 

The car in which Mr. Hudson was 
traveling was found on the roadside 
beyond Nick Springs, which is six 
miles east of here. <A bottle that had 
contained chloroform was discovered in 
the road and about 9 o'clock tonight, 
after a search of the woods by Sheriff 
Nel.on and a score of deputies, Mr. 
Hudson was found dead. He had been 
chloroformed. and shot twice. 

Mr. Hudson has been a well-known 
fig.re among the lumber men of the 
state, rising to owner and operator 
of what is probably the largest string 
of small mills’ in Arkansas.

The. bishops. decided ‘that two of 
these votes in the negative .column 
should ‘not be counted, but will re- 
port without — the total vote for 
and against the ‘plan of unification to 
th» general conference of the church 
next May, as compiled hy Mrs. Maud 
M. Turpin, director’ of the: secular 
press burean of the church. 

The official vote is 4,528 for the 
merger and 4,108 against. A majority 
of 420 votes is given the affirmative, 
while the vote favoring unification 
lacks 1,949 votes of the three-fourths 
majority needed for ratification, under 
the constitution of the church. 

Kmerging from the conference room 
after the executive session adjourned, 
Bishop H. M. Dubose issued the fol- 
lowing statement in reference to the 
contested votes in the Baltimore ‘con- 
ference, which voted 138 for and 141 

against unification. 

“Three such votes were - uestion, 
objected to by Judge: BD. vewman 
and Mr. Millan, lay ik of the 
Baltimore conference. Upon careful in- 
quiry, it was decided that only two of 
the votes were actually open to legal 
question. By resolution the following 
note was appended: 

“Inasmuch as two lay members of 
the Baltimore conference on. their own 
affidavits were ineligible to member- 
ship tenure in the church, not having 
been for six consecutive years in the

Famous Missionaries Tell 


3 BELIEVE RELEASE WAS DUE TO PRAYER m4 


Of Raid by Chinese Bandits 


BY J. RUFUS HARDY. 

Two “missionaries to China, who 
for many years have suffered hard- 
ships in the interior of that country 
are in Atlanta, and will deliver a se- 
ries of lectures here on the sixtieth 
anniversary of the founding of the 
Inland China mission. They are Dr. 
and Mrs. Howard Taylor. 

Their story of hardship reads like 
a fairy story, for they were among 
those who were captured last year by 
raiding. Chinese brigands and threat- 
ened with death. Dr. Taylor has 
been a medical missionary to China 
for 35- years. He is the son of the 
Rev. J. Hudson Taylor, who sixty 
years ago conceived the idea of car- 
rying the gospel to fhe millions of 
Chinese in the inland China. 


At that time there had been no mis- 


negroes awaited his arrival and or- 


sionary venturesome enough to go 
into the interior of the land where 
idol worship was the accepted religion. 
Although there were a few straggling 


misionexy Jp pooe, nto. the, nceciog| 


rious missionary societies of Eng- ' 
land, the Rev. Mr. Taylor established 
the China Inland mission. It is an 
interdenominational and international 
mission Which is supported through 
free will offerings alone. Since that 
humble beginning . there have been 
formed 260 mission’ stations and 
1,927 out stations with 1,200 white 
missionaries and 4,000 Chinese mis- 
sionaries who carry the gospel to all 
parts of the country which is teeming 
with millions of ignorayt people. 
During the.riots which took place 
last year during which Dr. and Mra. 
‘Taylor were captured they were just 
completing a 3-year tour of investiga- 
tion of conditions in inland China.

The city of Atlanta has undergone 
a growth of 40 per cent in its popula- 
tion since the last national census, 
according to figures compiled by the 
Newspaper Feature bureau of Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., which annually estimates 
populations in all sections of the coun- 


try. 

The figures arrived at, according to 
the bureau, are most accurate, for 
they are based on statistics from lo- 
eal sources, such as the increased 
number of names in ti.. city directory, 
increased water consumption, increas- 
ed number of. dwellings, school enroll- 
ment and similar indexes. 

The population of this city on Jan- 
uary 1, 1926, the bureau declares, 
will be 280,862, as compared with 
200,616 shown in the 1920 national 
census. Of this number, 135,043 are 
male residents and 145,819 are fem- 
inine, the survey shows. 

There are 38,098 dwellings in the 
city inhabited by 49,523 families, it 
adds. 

Excess of births over deaths in the 
city for the six years was placed at 
19,500. 

In addition the survey shows: 

Water service is being supplied 
to 45,819 consumers, which is: an in- 
crease over the 1920 figure of 33.8 
per cent. : 

Public school enrollment in the city 
includes 56,493 names, an increase of 
26,795, or 90.2 per cent. 

The number of names in the city di- 
rectory has increased in the six years 
by 22,709 names, or 70.1 per cent. 

The number of gesidence telephones 
in the city has increased 85 per cent 
since 1919.

BILL THiS WEEK 


Little Opposition From 
Members Expected When 
Question Comes Before 
Them for Final Vote. 


Washington, December 12.—(/)— 
The $325,000,000 tax reduction bill 
reached the test stage in the house 
today, and on Monday some of its 
major provisions will be taken up for 
approval. 
More than 20 hours of debate on 
the measure this week developed gen- 
eral indorsement from both democrats 
atid republicans, but the bill faces at 
least a dozen amendments which will 
be offered next week on vital points. 
Sponsors of the measure, which was 
framed by the ways and means com- 
mittee, -predicted tonight, however, 
that it would be approved by the 
house before the end ef next week 
and practically without change. 
Bill Wins Support. 

The nonpartisan character of the 
bill has won support for it during 
the long debate from both sides of the 
chamber. Representative Garrett, of 
Tennessee, the democratic leader, to- 
day gave it his indorsement, though 
he opposed vigorously the provision to 
give life appointments to members of 
the board of tax appeals. 
Scattering opposition also appeared 
during the week’s discussion to the 
proposed 50 per cent reductions in the 
maximum surtax and inheritance tax 
rates. Fights against these two and/ 
the tax board provisions are expected 
to constitute the most serious opposi- 
tion when the bill_is taken up Mon- 
day for the amendments. 

Opposition Unorganized. 
The opposition apparently is not 
organized on party lines against any 
of the provisions, and Representative | P° 
Green, republican, -of Iowa, chairman 
of the ways and means committee, 
and Representative Garner, of Texas, | 
ranking democrat on the committee 
were prepared tonight to lead the 
fight for. complete approval. of the 
compromise measure, Mr. Green has 
served notice he will not-sanction any 
increase in reduction of taxes pro- 
posed in* the bill.

PEACH LABORATORY 
SENDS OUT WARNING 
ON OIL SOLUTIONS 


Fort Valley, Ga., December 12.— 
/)—A warning to all peach growers 
who are using lubricating oil emul- 
sions for scale control has been issued 
by the United States peach-pest lab- 
oratery here, which admonishes fruit 
men using such emulsions not to buy 
unless the content of oil is 65 per 
cent or better. 

If oil emulsions are bought having 
a lower oil content, the bulletin says, 
a greater quantity of the stock emul- 
sion will have to be used per tank 
than is uSually specified, in order to 


obtain the strength recommended by 
the laboratory for efficient scale con- | 
trol. 


_ “The laboratory's recommenda- 
tions,” adds the bulletin, “are based | 


on a supposition that the emulsions 
used contain 66 2-3 per cent of oil. 
Therefore, if a 2 per cent emulsion 
is desired, six gallons of the stock 
emulsion would be required for a 200- 
gallon tank load of the diluted spray. 


If the emulsion purchased contained | 


only 60 per cent of oil, as some com- 
mercial emulsions do, nine gallons of 
the stock would not make a 3 per 
cent emulsion, but only about a 2.5 
per cent emulsion. As the oil con- 
tent of the emulsion is reduced, the 
water content is increased, 

“The San Jose scale cannot be con- 
trolled by water, therefore, if the rec- 
ommendations of this laboratory are 
followed, the grower in purchasing 
stock lubricating oil emulsion should 
be very certain that it contains at 
least 65 per cent of oil, or better, the 
usual 66 2-3 per cent of oil.”

|Mine Union Chiet 
Reiterates Stand 
Regarding Strike 


Philadelphia, December 12,.—(/)— 
The meeting here today of the three 
anthracite district executive boards of 
the United Mine Workers was “with- 
out significance in that it considered 
only matters of administrative rou- 
tine,” said a statement issuéd tonight 
by John L. Lewis, president of the 
union. The boards, all of whose mem- 


bers are also members of the miners’ 
scale committee, which is empowered 
to negotiate a settlement on the coal 
strike, were in session about two 
hours. 

“No question of policy affecting the 
present anthracite suspension was 
considered,” said Mr. Lewis, “because 
there is no change in the policy of 
the anthracite mine workers since 
their acceptance of the plan of set- 
tlement offered by the governor of 
Pennsylvania at Harrisburg on No- 
vember 27. 

“These proposals of the governor,” 
Mr. Lewis said, “received the over- 
whelming endorsement of the metro- 
politan press, business and civic or- 
ganizations and the public at large. 
In accepting the plan the mine work- 


tinct contribution towards peace in 
the anthracite industry and were a¢t- 
ing in accordance with well considered 
public thought. 

“The action of the anthracite op- 
erators in rejecting the governor’s 
terms of settlement and refusing to 
make them even a basis of discussion 
in joint negotiations carries with it 
its own condemnation.

At White House Reception

Washington, December 12.—The 


whitehouse glittered Thursday night 
like.a European court. : 

The president and Mrs. Coolidge 
were hosts at the annual white house 
diplomatic .reception, and diploniats 
were gorgeous in court dress. 

One or two Egyptians appeared in 
searlet fez topping gold lace. A few 
military -and air attaches were in 
smart service uniforms—French blue, 
bottle green and mufti. 

All the usual pomp and ceremony 
was in evidence. > Gold-laced white 
house aides were here, there and ev- 
erywhere. The Marine band, in scar- 
let uniforms, played. A bluejacket and 
khaki-clad doughboy stood stiffly on 
either side of the door to the blue 
room, holding, respectively, an Ameri- 
can and navy flag. Other service men 
in uniform guarded the roped-off 
doors to the other state rooms. 

Only one touch was missing. For- 
merly, when the. presidential party 
descended the stairs to the state suite, 
as a signal that the reception was 
about to begin, the Marine band burst 
proudly into “Hail to the Chief!” This 
was omitted last night. 

Special guests—gold-laced  diplo- 
mats and their ladies—entered the 
white house grounds through the west 
gate and were ushered into the state 
dining room. Others were admitted 
through the east entrance and formed 
in line up the stairs through the great 
hall, to wait their turn for a presi- 
dential handshake. 

At 9 o’clock the presidential party 
came down, preceded by four white 
house aides, walking two by two. They 
passed into the blue room, Mrs. Cool- 
idge, stripped off her long white 
gloves, and the diplomats began to 
pour through. 

A little dark man in black swallow- 
tail coat, ornate with gold iace and 
gold-braided trousers, came first; next 
was his wife, a plump, bobbed-hair 
woman in a very short black chiffon 
evening dress, Senor and Senora Don 
Juan Riano, the Spanish ambassador 
and his wife, who, because they have 
been longest in Washington, are dean 
and doyenne of the diplomatic corps. 

Mrs. Coolidge, one of the few 
women there in a dress with a train, 
wore a striking costume of flowered 
white taffeta, made with a square-

The bridge is 650 feet long, with a 
center span S& feet high above the 
river bed. It has one 199-foot cam- 
el-back truss and a road bed of 21 feet. 
In order to preserve the original piers, 
which were built of brick, reinforced 
concrete was used to encase them to 
a thickness of 15 inches. It was nec- 
‘essary to build only one pier on the 
eastern approach.

There are a number of players 
who are “call” hitters. I used to be 
one myself. If you can call the 
pitched ball, good; if you guess wrong, 
not so good. : 
If the pitcher throws a curve when 
you are set for a fast one, you are 
going to be crossed up and out of 
luck unless you have full control of 
youc bat and can make a quick shift 
and pull the ball down the third base 
line (providing you are a right-handed 
batter’ or, if set for a curve and a 
fast one is delivered instead, shift 
quickly and drive into right field, 


Deceptive Stride. 
Besides being able to hit a_ ball 
Hornsby is one of the fastest right- 
hand hitters in going to first. Wag- 
ner was fast, but Hornsby is faster. 
He is a great deal faster than he ap- 
pears to ve, for he moves along with 
a deceptive gait. His stride fools 


you. 

There is a difference between a 
good batsman and a fair batsman. 
A good batsman is ready for the ball 
that is beng pitched and if he is 
crossed up, he still has control of his 
bat and himself and can shift in time 
to meet the ball and drive it into fair 
territory. While it will not be the 
ball he expected, he will not be caught 
flat-footed; ne will still be able to hit 
it somewhere. A fair batsman can 
be fooled, and if he does not get the 
kind of ball he is looking for, he is 
completely done. 

Eddie Roush is what I call a good 
batsman. He is fast on his feet. He 
hits to any field. He can bunt. He 
is an intelligent batter and he fre-

While making these remarks o 
the scientific side of batting I was 
to introduce the first and greatest 
scientific batsman of all time, barring 
none. I refer to “Wee Willie’ Keel- 
er. He could hit, bunt, pull or drag 
a ball, and on top of all that he was 
one of the fastest men of all time in 
going to first and in running the 
bases. At hitting through on a hit 
and run play the game has never 
produced his equal. 

At bunting on the _ sacrifice or 
squeeze play he has never had a su- 
perior, here are many men that hit 
a ball harder than Keeler and there 
are some that made more hits (al- 
though he did get 200 and more hits 
in eight different seasons of hig ma- 
jor league career), but there was 
never another that used so much in- 
telligence or carried batting to such 
a fine scientific extreme as Keeler. 

The lively ball has squeezed much 
of the sacrifice and hit and run work 
out of baseball. There are few good 
bunters in the game today and there 
are few men who are effective on the 
hit and run. The reason is simple. 
Hitting comes natural to a ball play- 
er while bunting and running do not. 
It takes long and hard practice to 
master the art of bunting and to get 
the knack of chopping a ball and push- 
ing it through an opening on a hit 
and run. Players do not like to both- 
er with the fine points involved in ex- 
ecuting these moves, preferring to 
stand up at the plate and swing, for 
that is simpler, easier and gets them 
higher batting averages. 

Of course, in some ways baseball! 
today excels baseball of 25 years ago, 
but in other ways it does not. I am 
not of the group that is lamenting the 
passing of the good old days and 
wailing that the game has lost its 
class. In a few respects it has. I 
have pointed out two. The fault of 
this is a new condition created by the 
introduction of the lively ball, which 
produced the inevitable results I have 
observed. 

I have frequently been told that 
there are more fast men in the game 
today than there were in the olden 
days. That is true, and it is simply 
explained by the fact. that there are 
more ball players in the major leagues 
now than there were then, consequent- 
ly there are more fast men. 

In later chapters I will show where 
modern baseball is ahead of the base- 
ball that was.played in the heyday of 
the Orioles’ machine. Position play 
has advanced. There was not a sec- 
ond baseman before 1900, for instance, 
that could compare with half a doben 
that have arrived since that year. But 
I was writing about batting and not 
fielding and base-running, so I will 
return to batting and leave the other 
departments of the game for later dis- 
cussion.

G. M. A. was the first to open up 
the season, playing the city team of 
Canton, Ga., in Canton last night. 
Most of the other schools will wait 
until the opening of the league sched- 
ule to play their first game. 

In football this past year, each of 
the schools made a good showing. Al- 
though Boys’ High lost nine out of 
ten games, they defeated Tech High, 
3 to 0, for the first time in seven 
years, and this made up for all the 
rest of the defeats. U. ©& B. put up 
a hard fight for the G. I. A. A. title, 
losing only one game out of- nine, this 
to Riverside. 

Although there was no official local 
prep champion this year, Marist is to 

given that honor, for the Cadets 
came through the season without a 
single defeat, defeating Boys’ High, 
7 to 0, which in turn won from Tech 
High. Tech High, 1924 southern 
champions, lost most of its warriors 
last year, but the coaches built up a 
team from green material that battled 
through a very stiff schedule, out of 
eleven games winning four, losing 
four, the other three games resulting 
in ties. 

G. M. A. and Decatur were in the 
same boat at the beginning of this 
year, both having a lot of green men 
to build up a team with. Decatur 
won four out of eight games, while 
G. M. A. lost one game, tied one, and 
won four.

season, and most likely will play in 
Florida on Christmas day.: Coach 
Tolbert stated Friday night that if 
they could get the right kind of con- 
tract that the Smithies would accept 
the game.

Stars Developed. 


Two outstanding stars were devel- 
oped in the Smithie backfield this 
year, one of them Cook, was an all- 
prep selection. The pair went by the 
names of Cook and Waugh, halves. 
They were Tech High’s biggest threat 
to other teams, and caused their op- 
ponents a lot of trouble throughout 
the season. Both of them are track 
men, and Cook, once past the secon- 
dary defense, was seldom caught, and 
scored a touchdown in every game 
that was won by Tech High. Waugh 
was also fast and developed into a 
beautiful broken-field runner. 

The Smithies this year had a strong 
line defensively, but it was weak on 
the offense. From tackle fo tackle, it 
was one of the heaviest lines in the 
city. One of the guards, Maddox, a 
former junior high player, was a 
unanimous selection for the 1925 all- 
prep team. He was a hard worker, 
and strong on defense, seldom letting 
any plays get by him. Heard and 
O’ Bear, the tackles, also worked well, 
and always held in the pinch. 

The end of this school year will hit 
Tech High another hard blow as it 
did last spring, for they will lose most 
of this year’s varsity. However, 
there are several second-string men, 
who showed up well this year, and 
will probably work on the _ varsity 
next season.

New York, December 12.—A third 
bout between Paul: Berlenbach and 


Jack Delaney will be with us before 
the first crocus of spring. 

Many things were left in doubt 
after these worthy warriors had 
fought 15 rounds in the inaugural 
bout at Tex Rickard’s new Madison 
Square. Garden. 

Paul won, and kept his title. Each 
man now has a victory to his credit. 

Before the lights had been put out, 
together with the last of more than 
20,000 spectators—the largest crowd 
that-ever witnessed an indoor fight— 
Berlenbach removed a soothing beef- 
steak from his swollen face long 
enough to¢agree to give Delaney an- 
other bout this winter. 

Tex Rickard, watching the last of 
the paying customers herded out, with 
a Perfecto in one corner of his mouth 
and a grin in the other, removed both 
long enough to say that he would re- 
match the men early next year. 

As for Mons. Chap de Laine, the 
young French-Canadian, who flirted 
with fistic fame and fortune only to 
see the heartless, fickle jade flit from 
his grasp, Jack was wailing loudly 
for a return bout. 

“You know,” he reminded Berly, 
as the latter passed his dressing room, 
“I gave you a return match after I 
beat you. You remember, Paul, don’t 
you, huh, Paul, don’t you?’ 

_ “Sure,” replied the champion. “Any 
time you say.” 

lf Jack Delaney possessed the 
“killer” instinct of Jack Dempsey he 
would not have to be clamoring for a 
match for the championship today. 
He would be the champion. 

Opportunity Knocked. 

Opportunity came to him in the 
fourth round, just as it had come that 
night some 21 months before, when 
he flattened Berlenbach for the count 
of ten. 

Lut it was Berleabach, not Delaney, 
who proved his greatness this time. 
Only a psychologist could estimate the 
tremendous mental load Paul carried 
from his corner when that fourth 
round began. Even as unemotional a 
man as this phlegmatic Dutchman 
must have been thinking of that night 
when he sustained his first knockout 
at the hands of the boxer who danced 
invitingly towards him. 

There was a flurry of gloves, a 
lightning thrust from Delaney’s right, 
flush to the jaw, and down went the 
champion. Dazed and blear-eyed, he 
reached for the ropes and drew him- 
self to his feet, only to go down on 
one knee. 

Paademonium bloomed in the gar- 
den. The lofty rafters rang with the 


death cry of the pack. 
But wearily, so wearily, Berlen- 


bach raised himself to this feet, De- 
laney, with the fight literally in. his 
right hand, failed to go in and finish 
his man. He slashed savagely, but 
cautiously and at long range, and 
Paul’s massive brown arms absorbed 
the shock of the. blows until the wel- 
come clamor of the bell gave him sur- 
cease, 

One of the questions that remains 
to be settled by a third bout be- 
tween this doughty pair is whether 
Delauey, making a similar opportu- 
nity for himself, as he is almost bound 
to do against a clumsy boxer of Ber- 
lenbach’s type, will not take better 
advantage of his opportunity and tip 
the scale the other way. 


Paul Improved. 


Paul proved himself the improved 
fighter those who watched his train- 
ing declared him to be. But he still 
is, and apparently always will be, 
a one-hand puncher. The champion 
used his right seldom, and without 
much effect when it did land. 

Financially, the bout was success- 
ful from everyone’s point of view. 
Tex Rickard, who passed out 5,000 
“Annie Oakleys’’ for the affair, took 
in $144,365 at the turnstiles. Of this 
amount, the champion received $54,- 
000 and Delaney $18,000. 

Jack is far from satisfied that he 
was beaten, however. 

“IT thought I won easily,’’ he pro- 
tested. 

The Bridgeport boxer’s handlers 
also protested vigorously against the 
outcome, claiming that Berlenbach 
violated the rules when he went to 
one knee after getting up from the 
knock-down in the fourth round. 

The officials explained, however, 
that in their opinion, the champion 
went down a second time still groggy 
from the right to the jaw and added 
that the count over Berlenbach was 
continued where it had left off. 

Delaney’s complaint on this score 
will receive little consideration. 

If fight judges were too liberal in 
their interpretation of the _ rules, 
“Dead Pan” Luis Firpo would have 
won the heavyweight championship 
of the world from Jack Dempsey, who 
probably fouled the South American 
in their memorable bout. 

Also, Jack Dempsey never would 
have won the title from Jess Willard 
at Toledo, for the “Manassa Mauler’”’ 
had left the ring and was pushing his 
way towards the exit after the first 
round that blistering afternoon, and 
was minutes late in reentering the 
ropes to continue the slaughter. 

Championship fights are not decid- 
ed that way.

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HERB PENNOCK 
GIVES UP 
FEW RUNS

No one seems to have called to the 
attention of Herb Pennock that he is 
getting old. Apparently not knowing 
that he is on the dim side of 30 the 
Yankee left-hander if officially given 
the rank of leader in the earned run 
column of the American league dur- 
ing the past season. 


In holding the runs. pe- game to} 


2.81 during the season the Yankee 
hurler furnishéd one of the paradoxes 
of the sport considering that he lost 
more games than he won, his record 
being 16 victories nd 17 defeats. 
From this it can be\easily deduced 
that the Yankees went hitless behind 
him most of the time. It can also be 
gleaned that, regardless of what his 
mates did, he was the same old Herb, 
and the feat must go down as one of 
the remarkable performances of the 
season. 

Despite the fact that Pennock was 
on the losing side in percentage, he 
came near being the winning pitcher 
of the Yanks. As it was he was sec- 
ond to Bob Shawkey, who earned the 
dubious distinction of “winning 
hurler” with a record of 12 and 12, 
not counting those who worked in a 
few innings. 

Pennock performance might “adorn 
a tale’ of perseverance, unusual in 
pitching annals. With nothing to 
look forward to except sundown and 
pay day, the slim southpaw never let 
up and he gave all he had. When 
the season wound up he had toiled in 
more innings than any other pitcher 
in the league, 292, which fact, coupled 
with what his mates did not do, makes 
his record all the more remarkable. 

In innings pitched Pennock went to 
the peak during the past season. In 
his thirteen years of baseball he had 
never worked harder. He approached 
it-the season before with 286 innings 
to his credit. 

It is on record, according to 
critics, that Herb has been “through” 
several times. He was.done with the 
game right after he broke in in 1912 
with the Athletics when he won one 
and lost two games. He didn’t im- 
prove his chances the next season 
with a record of one an. one.

The feat of Earl Cooper and Frank 
Elliott in breaking every world reeurd 
from 00 miles at the Culver 
City, Cal., speedway November 29, 
climaxed what is generally agreed has 
been the greatest vear automobile rac- 
ing has ever known, says R. A. Stran- 
ahan, president of the Champion Spark 
Plug company. New world speedway 
records were hung up during the year 
for every distance from 1 1-4 miles 
to 500. The marks for some of these 
distances were broken several times 
as the little 122-cubiec inch cars 
whirled their way aréund the coun- 
try‘s various speedways. 

Elliott was compelled to average 
the tremendous speed of 127.87 miles 
an hour for 250 miles to win this last 
1925 race. Had Cooper’s gasoline 
been sufficient to carry him the en- 
tire distance, he and not Elliott would 
have won, and in still fcster time. 

Six new world records are now on 

the books because of this Culver City 
race. Cooper himself set five of them. 
His qualifying time for one lap, made 
two days before the race started, was 
at the rate of 141.5 miles an hour. 
His speed for the first 75 miles was 
132.6 miles an hour; for 100 miles 
131.8; for 150 miles 130.7, and for 
2-00 miles 129.5 miles an hour—all 
of them new world marks. Fifteen 
laps before the finish—with less than 
20 miles to go—Cooper’s gasoline tank 
'ran dry. So closely was he pursued 
| that his slowing down for more fuel 
‘cost him four places. But his mis- 
fortune acted as a tonic to Elliott, 
who whirled his mount around the 
track fast enough to wind up a mile 
ahead of Harry Hartz, in second 
| place. 

The Culver City race also ended

The warehouse takes everything 
from corn to chickens and _ eggs. 
There are immense quantities of corn, 
potatoes, pecans, peanuts, peas, hay, 
and in fact just all sorts and kinds 
of country produce.

/ ssues Official M essage 


for Georgia clubwomen. 


BY MRS. RALPH W. NORTHCUTT 


To the library extension chairmen 
of Georgia federation and fellow club- 
women of Georgia, I wish to extend 
most cordia] greetings, and ask that 
you will lend sympathetic hearing to 
the following message: 


Library extension, as a department 
of Georgia federation, is as old as the 
federation itself. It was early adopt- 
ed as an important line of club work 
and has ever since been carried on 
through the state committee, with the 
active support of the local clubs. «ll 
the library development of the state 
has had the influence and labors of 
the Georgia clubwomen behind it. In 
fact, it was through the voluntary 
service of women, the leaders being 
clubwomen, that the present library 
system in Georgia was made possible. 

The establishment of the Georgia 
state library commission, more than 
20 years ago, for the purpose of assist- 
ing the people of the state to obtain 
libraries, and to give book service in 
remote districts where there were no 
libraries available, was due largely to 
the influence of women, many of them 
members of Georgia federation. Be- 
sides the department of education, 
there perhaps is nothing in the life of 
the state so interesting to clubwomen 
as the work of the library commis- 
sion, use it functions hand in 
hand with the library work of the 
clubs. The general federation library 


extension committee interprets library | deed! 


extension work as assisting state, 
county, city and other authoritatives 
in development along library lines. 
For 15 years the “Georgia state li- 
brary commission struggled along 
with no funds supplied by the state 


rendered valuable’ service in many 
ways and assisted Miss Ann Orr, now 
Mrs. Max Howland, head of library 
training school of Drexel university, 
and her successors, who, as trained 
librarians, led in the establishment of 
state institutions for library develop- 
ment. Most of the Carnegie libraries 
in the state were established during 
this period. 


Library History. ‘ 


In those early days of library his- 
tory in Georgia, clubwomen were not 
only actually backing the state com- 
mission, but were supplementing ‘its 
work by establishing libraries in their | 
communities, aiding school libraries, 
and engaging themselves in all efforts 
to supply books to the bookless. To- 
day, clubwomen of Georgia are sup- 
porting 70 libraries out of the 108 in 
the state and are helping to support 
six of the other 38. A ent many of 
the 33 so-called public libraries were 
started or grew out of club libraries, 
and municipal support was obtained 
through the influence of clubwomen. 

With great pride, the Georgia fed- 
eration: will always remember two of 
its early leaders, Mrs. Ellen G. Me- 
Cabe, of Atlanta, and Mrs. Eugene B. 
Heard, of sliddleton, Ga., who, in 
those pioneer library days gave such 
valued service to the cause. Mrs, 
McCabe maintained headquarters at 
her own home for a traveling library

‘The commission i now headquar- 
ters for traveling libraries, trying to 
fill the needs of the bookless of Geor- 
gia, who represent 85 per cent of its 
population.

The Americanization of the immi- 

t is started at Ellis Islard. Here 

e¢ Daughters meet the foreigner and 

t him with a manual that tells 

im in the language of his homeland 
what he needs most to know on com- 
ing to America. It tells him where 
to go to find work and where to go 
for assistance of different kinds. It 
ves him a brief history of the United 
ates, the constitution with simple 
explanations and the steps in naturali- 
zation. 

The Daughters of the American 
have stood by the for- 
eigner, have helped to teach him Eng- 
lish, have gone into the homes and 
taught English to the mothers and 
have used their utmost endeavors to 
Americanize them both. They have 
been so successful that the govern- 
ment asked for a report on their 
methods. 

The government also asked them to 
lend a hand in tke women’s detention 
ward at Ellis Island. Here those 
women who had been detained for 
any reasons through no fault of their 
own were in continuous riots. The 
‘babel of languages used by them made 

atters worse. The Daughters 
rought about peace and harmony 
through furnishing handwork that in- 
terested them. arn for sweaters, 
thread for lacemaking, new g ods and 
embroidery material are furnished by 
the 2,000 and more chapters all over 
the United States. The result is that 
bitterness is replaced by a friendly 
feeling that makes Americanization 
easier. | 

The Daughters of the American 
Revolution has lately established a 
student’s loan fund that bas put many 
boys and girls in school who would 
otherwise have to discontinue their 
education. For many years. they 
have been 0 i in the southern 
mountain schools by giving scholar- 
ships. There is no form of giving in 
education where the returns are so 
large. In some mountain schools 25 
cents a day gree a day pupil a year’s 
schooling. course these are most- 
ly industrial schools where a trade is 
taught at the same time they are 
teaching the 3R’s. The pupils work 
part of the time at thc:: lessons and 
wad time at housekeeping and garden- 
ng, for they grow as much of their 
own food as possible. 

The mountains of the south are peo- 
led with those of the purest Anglo- 

xon strain who are living just as 
their forefathers did before the revo- 
lution. Following the great west- 
ward march after that war many 
were stranded in the hills and got no 
farther. 


The first remedy is education. 


Poverty will yield to it. Only since 
1902 have all the mountain states 
have had compulsory education laws. 


Thinking Americans believe that the 
north is equally interested in edacat- 
ing these people, There are those 
who believe that Providence has been 
holding these loyal people as a great 
reserve against a time of need, who 
believe that the forces that seek to 
overthrow this government will be 
checked by turning these people into 
forceful educated citizens. 

Ten schools receive support through 
scholarships and donations and two 
were founded and controlled outright 
by the Daughters. Eleven of the 
twelve are within a radius of 150 
miles. Kentucky has four, Tennes- 
see and North Carolina have two 
each, one in South Caroli-.a, Georgia 
and Alabama, while the twelfth is 
across the Mississippi valley in the 
Ozark mountains in Arkansas, where 
the stragglers from the far west mi- 
gration were stranded. 

In the corner where North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina and Georgia 
meet, on the South Carolina side, is 
Tamassee, the first school that the 
Daughters established of themselves, 
This was partly in response to the 
pleas of one of the pioneers in this 
movement, Miss Martha Gielow, who 
in her message brought home so ef- 
fectively the plaintive query of these 
people whom she so often had visited, 
“When are you all comin’ down to 
help we all?” 

At Tamassee this school arce on a 


mountainside that was famous in In- / 


dian legend. 

Before the revolution this region 
was the scene of many a conflict with 
the Indians and here our early sol- 
diers won fame and ability to defend 
the colonists. Along these ridges the 
Cherokees fought back and forth until 
they were finally decisively beaten by 
General Andrew Pickens at Tamassee. 
His victory won for the colonists a 
strip of land that comprises the 
greater part of Georgia. This nation, 
after the: revolution, gave to General 
Pickens for this and later work a 
tract of land in South Carolina in- 
cluding Tamassee. 


Again people come far and near to 
this mountain of light, for Tamassee 
school serves as a boarding school for 
girls who do all the Housekeeping and 
cooking; it serves as a day school for 
both boys and girls and as night 
school for fathers and mothers as 
well as a meeting house for the whole 
region. 

All the Daughters of the American 
Revolution send in their money to 
keep it going; théy send numerous 
gifts; the New York chapters have 
given a separate dormitory for the 
girls, yet great responsibility rests on 
the Daughters of South Carolina. 

At the Kate Duncan Smith school 
in Alabama the school was established 
with less struggle, previous knowledge 
on the part of the Daughters of the 
Revolution standing them in great 
stead. Here they so interested the 
mountaineers in the school that they 
got practically all of the work of 
building done by them, while the 
wives gladly staid back and tended 
the farming during their absence. 
Here the artistically planned one- 
story buildings, made .uostly from 
stones and clapboards to be had in 
the vicinity, have been the means of 
bringing joy and vcducat.»n to a back- 
ward region. 

Miss Martha Berry has seen more 
success than any other so far.

In all these schools 
students are able to w rk their way 
partly. The great part of the food 
is raised by the students, the house- 
hold duties are taken care of by the 
girls. Many schools have shops for 
the boys where furniture and toys are 
made for sale, all have rug weaving 
and in some cases homespun and other 
cloth is made. The joy of doing 
things well and the dignity of labor 
is taught with the A B C's. 

These schools do not class as charity 
except in the larger sense,,that it 
gives education for both hand and 
mind that will fit the boy and gir] to 
be independent of alms and develop in 
them the largest capacity for perform- 
ing the duties of American citizens.

HE Franklin Spert Roa‘ er is 
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the first of any state to formally 
adopt a code of ethics, it became 
known Saturday. Fort E. Land, state 
superintendent of education, discover- 
ed this in the course of investigations 
made on the request of Professor 
Ward G. Reeder, of the department 
of school administration of the Ohio 
State university. 

Professor Reeder asked in a letter 
for the date of adoption of the first 
code of ethics by the Georgia Educa- 
tion association. Superintendent Land 
found that it was in 1896, and Pro- 
fessor Reeder later notified the Geor- 
gia official that this was the first 
teachers’ code of ethics to be adopted 
by any state. The second state to 
take such action was California in 


The code adopted in Georgia in 
1806 is to be published in full for 
the United States Bureau of Educa- 
tion in a volume entitled “Codes of 
Professional Ethics for Teachers,” 
which Professor Reeder is preparing. 

The 1896 code was adopted by .the 
Georgia teachers at their annual con- 
yention of that year, held at Cum- 
berland Island. It contains ten sec- 
tions devised, it is stated in the pre- 
amble, “to assist teachers in settliag 
delicate and difficult questions of pro- 
fessional conduct and propriety, to 
quicken their sympathies for each 
other and for all: who are engaged in 
the work of teaching, to exalt their 
rofessional ideals and increase their 
ove for the profession.”

“Random Notes and Casual 
Comments” would have made it even 
plainer. For Mr. Huxley’s point of 
view is that of the not quite serious 
bystander—if the bystander may be 
understood to refer to a state of men- 
tal aloofness, while the physical man 
oceeds to the next town mentioned 
y Baedeker. “Why not stay at 
home?” he asks, and answers his 
rhetorical question by ex laining a 
kind of snobbery practiced by the best 
ple: who must not only “see 
faples and die,” but a great many 
other places starred in the guide books 
and live—to talk of the achievement 
to envious home-keeping friends. 
course one wants to know, since see- 
ing life is such a weariness to the 
flesh, how Mr. Huxley has managed 
to endure the strain with such un- 
impaired vitality. Or whether he 
means his dutiful account to in 
the nature of a horrible example. 
Whatever may be the bored state 
of the conscientious sight-seer, Mr. 
Huxley evidently includes himself 
among those to whom travel is a 
getting vice. A “home, kindred and 
the muse-nothing refuse” kind of 
vice that demands mortification of the 
flesh. The flattering unction to his 
soul is the hope that even so perse- 
vering a sin as purpo eless voyaging 
may be turned to profit in the end. 
Profits of Traveling. | 
The immediate profit, certainly, is 
the ability to rattle through some 


of car owners to prevarication, the 
conversation of unknown compart- 
ment shares as a kind of traveling 
piqnet, a scorn for all guide books ex- 

t those so bad that they become 
Eblime, and a commendation of as- 
sorted varieties of optical glass. The 
author’s predilection for sombre 
spectacles offers a clue to his atti- 
tude of discomfort, endured with the 
philosophy of a superior mind. 
‘Alas,” he sighs, “the glass which 
shall make the world seem brighter, 
clearer and lighter, put sunlight into 
the gray landscape and turn north 
into south, remains to be invented. 

After some general reflections on 
the French aversion to rural dwell- 
ings, and recommendations of Bos- 
well’s “Johnson” (on India paper) 
and a volume of the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica as a traveling library, Mr. 
Huxley really begins his travels. He 
definitely prefers Italy, and chooses 
for pilgrimage those out-of-the-way 
excellencies by which (as he explains 
in an essay on an unknown artist) 
one may acquire a reputation for 
learning at small cost. He visits 
Montesenario instead of Florence, 
looks at blast furnaces et Portofer- 
raio instead of e's palace, and 
follows the fallen fortunes of the Gon- 
gagns to little Sabbioneta. At Siena 
it is the Palio that holds his atten- 
miles 
of “Patinir’s river” winding on like 
the steam of the Lady of Shalott, but 
to Poissy instead of Camelot. 

But the travel sketches are over- 
shadowed and outweighed by Mr. 
Huxley’s interest in art. He opposes 
the contemporary iy that exalts 
form and denies literature, believing 
that “apples and solid geometry do 
not stimulate a man to composition,” 
In spite of the dictum of the Britan- 
nica he admires Breughel, whom one 
his best in the dozen 
eanvasses of the Viei.na galleries, Mr. 
Huxley becomes quite earnest over 
the merits of the Flemist painter. 
There is a bit that one remembers in 
which he describes the “Calvary” of 
this artist, who knows what may have 
been the view of an onlooker with no 
conception of the significance of the 
event: ; 

“Round the crosses, on the bare 
hilltop, stands a ring of people who 
have come out with their picnic bas- 
kets to look on at the free entertain- 
ment offered by the ministers of jus- 
tice.

SYRUP CROP TO REACH 
3 000 000 GALLONS 


| BY H. H. WIND. 
Cairo, Ga., December 12.—(Spe- 


a) en ae produce this year 
about 3,000, gallons:of pure cane 
syrup, according to conservative esti- 
mates compiled here, based on present 
indications. The yield will be some- 
what lower than in 1924, when the 
state produced upwards of 3,700,000 
gallons, one of the largest crops ever 
produced. - While it is problematical 
to attempt to value the 1925 crop at 
the present stage of the marketing 
season, the year’s production should 
yield an income of about -$2,250,000. 
G Leads. 


y County 

Of the state’s total, Grady county 
this year should produce about 1,250,- 
000 gallons, valued at about $900,000 
The acreage in the state this year is 
about the same as for 1924, but the 
yield has been cut by unfavorable 
weather during the middle of the 
growing season, The yield, accord- 
ing to Grady county growers, is turning 
out to be lower than was expected at 
the opening of the manufacturing sea- 
son in view of the fact that the dry 
weather: did not affect the size of the 
plants as mucly as it did the quantity 
of juice therein. 

The farmers are now in the midst 
of the manufacturing season. The 
heavy frosts and freezing temperatures 
during the early part of this week 
definitely checked the growth of the 
plants, and while the damage will 
not be reflected in the quality of the 
syrup, unless it be for the better, it 
makes it necessary to cut the cane 
immediately, and this means that it 
will all be made into syrup as quick- 
ly as possible. Grady county today 
is a veritable swarm of syrup-making 
plants in operation, as it is estimated 
that fully 95 per cent of the farms 
in the county produce some syrup for 
market. ee 

Saturday Is Delivery Day. 

The manufacturing going on steadi- 
ly through the week, and Saturday 
is generally regarded as marketing 
day. Last Saturday hundreds of bar- 
rels were brought in, either for de- 
livery to the Can Growers’ Coopera- 
tive association or for sal2 to the nu- 
merous other buyears here. Market- 
ing of syrup will be the order of the 
dey here until Christmas. All of the 
big syrup companies and refiners have 
buyers here, and lively scenes are 
created on busy marketing days, es- 
pecially in short crop years. While 
the price thus far this season has been 
somewhat stabilized, it has been 
known to jump as much as 15 and 
20 cents a gallon ‘n a few hours.

FOR PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


Chairman Madden, of the house 
appropriations committez, advises 
the president he will recommend an 
appropriation of $165,000,000, to 
be expended the next six years, 
for the erection of public buildings, 

It has been ten years, or about, 
since congress passed a _ public 
building bill. In the 68th a bill 


the house but failed in the senate. 
The demand is even greater now, 
and in no section of. the country is 
it so acute as ir the south. The 
fact is, the south has never been 
adequately provided for in the pub- 
lic building bills, even under a 
democratic administration. When 
Frank Clark, of Florida, was chair- 
man of the house committee on 
public buildings, before the new 
committee rules that concentrated 
all appropriations in one committee, 
a fair » ogram, in which the south 
was adequately to share, was 
planned, But in 1944 the Euro- 
pean war, with its threats involving 
America, broke into the plan. And 
then the war declaration of 1917 
put a stop to all such legislation. 
Since that time’ nothing has been 
done. 

In Georgia the government is 
renting buildings for postoffices in 
many cities of from five to ten thou- 
Sand people, with quarters cramped, 
and efficiency embarrassed, And yet 
in most of these same cities the gov- 
ernment owns lots, long since 
bought and paid for. It is costing 
the federal treasury more in rents 
by far than the interest on proper 
investments for- buildings would 
amount to. It is costing the gov- 
ernment in the city of Atlanta 4 
great deal more for the rental of 
extra space in orde: to transact its 
business than the interest on a suf- 
ficient investment to properly en- 
large its federal building. It is so 
all over the country. 

The people accepted the situation 
in 1917 and felt that congress acted 
wisely in discontinuing its public 
building program. But the time has

As we approach the Christ birth- 
day celebration of 1925, for the first 
time in eleven years the “peace and 
good will to men” spirit begins to 
dawn in the hearts of the people of 
the world. It is being spoken of all 
over Europe as “the spirit of Locar- 
no.” Yes, but before Locarno, it was 
the spirit of Geneva—the very breath 
of the League of Nations. But long 
before either of these places was ever 
heard of, it. was the spirit of Bethle- 
hem, and the motiff of the song of 
the Angels. 

Last week the accredited represen- 
tatives of all the governments of Cen- 
tral Europe and Great Britain, met in 
solemn ceremony in London, and 
signed a sacred agreement to keep 
and if need be, to defend the peace of 
Europe. This was the treaty agreed 
Yet by a true, and 
very significant, instinct, Europe is 
not talking about the treaty, but the 
spirit, of Locarno. We are just emerg- 
ing from the shadow of a tragedy, 
which proved a solemn treaty to be 
nothing but a “scrap of paper.” And 
this treaty too, without the “spirit of 
Locarno,” would be of just as little 


worth. 
Light in the East. 


So we do well to enquire, what is 
this new ‘spirit, which has touched, 
like the first tint of light, the eastern 
sky into the dawn of a new day? It 
was first of all the consciousness of 
common interests, and the willingness 
to include the imterests of all in a 
common agreement. At Versailles the 
victors, conscious only of their own 
interests, made an agreement which 
should eare for their own interests, at 
the expense of the interests of their 
enemies. This spirit has heen the 


reeding bed of the woes of the world, 
in all ages. One portion of the world 
can not prosper at the expense of the 
other portion, without eventually pay- 
ing the cost. We make our divisions 
of peoples into lands, lineage, and 
language—by geography, nationality, 
and race—and for the practical pur- 
poses of life, it is necessary. But it 
is folly to forget, that underneath all 
of these differences and distinctions, 
there is one humanity, living in one 
world, and each dependent for its ulti- 
mate welfare, upon the’ welfare of all. 


Thus it was that for the first time 
in eleven years, these peoples met at 
Locarno upon terms of equality. The 
distinction between victor and van- 
quished, was ignored. This was ab- 
sclutely necessary before self-respect- 
ing peoples could deal frankly with 
each other. During the terrible days 


world, I believed then, and believe 
now, that the German armies must be 
conquered for the safety of civiliza- 
tion. When that was accomplished, 
and the Imperial German government 
had been changed to a democracy, the 
German people were no lon our 
enemies, and should not have 80 
treated. I believe that the spirit of 
K'rance, represented by Poineare, has 
been just as much an enemy to civili- 
zation, as was the militarist spirit of 
Germany. 

I was born in 1868, so I am old 
enough to remember the thrill of joy 
which went through the states of the 
old , Confederacy, when President 
Hayes withdrew the federal soldiers 
from South Carolina—the last of the 
alien army of occupation. And until 
that was done, this beloved govern- 
ment was an alien and an enemy. 
government, and there could be no real 
peace. This Locarno spirit is with- 
drawing the army of occupation—the 
army of alien conquerors—from Ger- 
man soit. Now for the first time the 
spirit of enmity has a chance to die, 
and the spirit of kindliness may get 
born into Europe. 

The Christmas Spirit. 

And now some of us are anxiously 
asking, what effect this Locarno spirit 
will have upon our own beloved coun- 
try? It is contagious, and it seems to 
me that already we may discern evi- 
dences of its benign influence, ex- 
pressing itself in the utterances of 
some of our leaders. It begins to look 
as if we may at last enter the world 
court. Eleven years ago, as we ap- 
proached the Christmas-tide, there was 
a feeble slogan raised, by some beauti- 
ful but impracticable spirits, “get the 
boys out of- the trenches by Christ- 
mas.” I wish we could paraphrase 
that slogan and make it an effective, 
“get the senators out of their trenches 
by Christmas.” But we can not hope 
for such a miracle of rapidity by such 
a heavy, slow-moving body. However, 
the people do seem at last aroused, 
and even the U. S. senate must ulti- 
mately respond to the mandate of the 
people. 

I too have laid my emphasis upon 
the “spirit,” rather than upon the 
“treaty,” of Locarno. Peace, after 
all, is the business of the spirit. The 
spirit must find itself an intelligent 
translation into organization, and ar- 
ticles of agreement, else it will become 
dissipated in ineffective words. But 
the best organization, and the wisest 
agreements, cannot work without the 
dynamic of the spirit of kindness. - So 
the new hope of Europe is not to be 
found in the provisions of a treaty, 
however wise they may be, but in the 
spirit out of which the treaty was 

rn. May the spirit of Locarno

General Wood’s Appeal 
For Philippine Children 
Of American Blood | 


Editor Constitution: The American peo- 
ple have been so generous in their response 
to the cries of children all over the world 
that I have no hesitation in appealing to 
them for children of their own bleod who 
are in need of help. 

In the Philippine islands there are at 
present about 2,500 children of American 
fathers and Filipino mothers who have been 
either abandoned or who are growing up in 
pernicious surroundings. These children show 
markedly American pbysical and mental 
characteristics which in a measure unfit 
them for the environment in which they 
how live. They have, as a rule, active in- 
telligence and a natural love for adven- 
ture which, unless properly controlled, leads 
to mischief for want of proper supervision 
and direction. The boys are apt to be- 
come vagabonds and the girls a prey to im- 


sign of becoming useful and desirable 


citizens. 
American residents in the Philippines, 
realizing the poignant problem of these 
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;; American Guardian 


association, and the 
long waiting list of children needing to be 
similarly cared for have made the wotk a 
most yaluable and important one. 

The whole financial burden, which 
amounts to some $15,000 a year, has so far 
been borne by the small and heayily taxed 
Americam community of the Philippines. 

It is impossible for the association to 
assume farther responsibilities with its 
present inadequate and hand-to-mouth re- 
sources. The care of these children costs 
$15 per month for each girl and $12.50 for 


each boy. This sum includes board, lodg-j q 


ing, clothes and education. The children 
are brought up in the simplest way, with 
the object in view of becoming self-sup- 
porting at the earliest possible date. ©Bm- 
phasis is put on the needs of the islands 
for agriculturists, nurses and teachers, and 
children with any kind of aptitude are 
directed towards those vocations. 

If the citizens of the United States will

Relief for Farmers. 

The debate on relief for farmers 
will take place between two ideals 
which can be indicated roughly: One 
demand is that the government, as 
such, shall help, that the government 
mechanism which shall provide a min- 
imum price for farm crops and shall 
buy from the farmer, with government 
money, any surplus which the farmer 
is not able to sell at the guaranteed 
minimum price.

Help of Railroads. 

“Without the railroads there would 
be no Atlanta. Had not the’Georgia 
railroad and the state “road (now 
leased by the N., C. & St. L.) united 
here, this great. center perhaps would 
to this day have remained an o re 
cross-road village; almost unknown, 
if not unnamed, as it was up to the 
year 1845. But the junction of these 
two great lines, in 1845, changed the 
whole face of things, and the nameless 
“Terminus” and the unknown Mar- 
thasvite were transformed into the 
prosperous and £ owing Atlanta. The 
rr pape of the Macon .railroad in 
1848, and the extension of a num- 
ber of connecting lines since that time, 
have put Atlanta in communication 
with every important place, north and 
south, east and west, and made her 
one of the greatest highways and cen- 
ters of travel and trade in the whole 
country. 

“The first through train on the 
W. & A, passed over completed road 
to Chattanooga, Tenn., in 1850. From 
the date of completion of the state 
road and its connection with the Geor- 
gia road, Atlanta took the principal 
place in the State as a business and 
distributing center. The history of 
Atlanta shows clearly that the loca- 
tion was chosen solely because it was 
the best place for transfer and distri- 
bution of commodities and passen- 
gers, and its commercial and manu- 
facturing growth and supremacy 
proves that the selection of this spot 
was wise and far-sighted.”

ARTHUR MURRAY 


FTER making an exhaustive 
Study of the Tango I have 
come to the conclusion that 
there is no decided difference 
between the so-called French 
Tango and the Argentine 

Tango. The Tango originated with 

our Latin-speaking _ friends. The 

Frenck took it up because it was more 

Suitable to their temperaments than 

any other dance, the Tango becoming 

exitremely popuiar in Paris. 

Since we express ourselves in the 
way we-der72, it was not to be ex- 
pec.ed that tue French should have 
aone the Tango in the same way as 
the Argentines. As a result, the 
Tango underwent a few changes in the 
hands of the Parisians. However, the 
French people are to be credited for 
simplifying the Tango and making it 
more suitable for use in ihe ballroom. 
Fundamentally, however, the Argen- 
tine Tango has not changed. It has 
simply been modified and most of the 
extreme steps, which are too compli- 
cated for use in the ballroom by the 
average person, were eliminated. 

‘‘ou must not lose sight of the fact 
that the Tango is a South American

dance and that when learning the 
Tango, we should first of all master 
the foundations which were given to 
us by the Argentines. 

In this series of lessons I am pre- 
seniing the foundation steps and the 
most popular variations. | have given 
them the names by which they are 
most commonly known in Paris. In 
my tour of the Parisian dancing places, 
I did not find two teachers who danc- 
ed the Tango in the same way or who 
called the same steps by the same 
names. A few insist that the man 
must begin the Tango with the right 
foot. Other prominent teachers are

AS I SAID BEFORE. 


HILDREN’S tonsils would 
give no more trouble. in 
winter than they do in sum- 
mer if children in the win- 
ter time could have for 

breathing purposes air 

as fit to breathe as the air they have 

‘in the summer time. 

This is aot so much a knock on otrr 


miserable climate—wherever we hap- 
pen to live—as it is another blow at 
the unhygienic conditions in the aver- 
age schoolroom, public or private. It 
is easier to teach people to have air 
fit to breathe in their homes in the 
winter time than it is to teach teach- 
ers and others who have control of 
ventilation to have air fit to breathe 
in the schoolroom. The laity is open 
to reason, in spots; the school people 
place great store on traditions and 
dismiss the teachings of modern 
science as radical fads. In this: they 
‘are generally abetted. by some dig- 
nified politicians who hold school jobs 
or wield patronage through their med- 
ical capacity. 

There is nothing but circumstantial

tory infections are so excessively fre- 
quent among school children; the neg- 
ative evidence lies in the fact that the 
prevalence of diseased tonsils and the 
cri always decreases to a remarkable 


degree in school children who are for- 
tunate enough to be in an open air 
class. 


How much weight we should give 
such circumstantial evidence I am un- 
able to say. Formerly I—well, a man 
doesn’t know where he really stands 
on circumstantial evidence until he has 
been wrongly convicted by it; even 
then he is not so sure. 


Be that as you like, -here is a hy- 
gienic principle which is seldom de- 
bated nowadays. It is impossible to 
maintam a normal respiratofy mucous 
membrane in the hot dry air in our 
houses, offices and schoolrooms in the 
winter season. 


Try that over on your catarrh until 
you know it by heart. 


Of course the cause of the common 


respiratory infections is the transfer 
of nose or throat secretions or saliva 
from one person to another, the close 
contact or crowding of children in the 
schoolroom being favorable for this. 
Whether the tendency toward mere 
enlargement. (hypertrophy or over- 
growth) of tonsils (and adenoids) in 
children is a result of repeated slight 
infections of this character or perhaps 
an independent condition due to other 
causes (such as fault of diet), is an- 
other question yet to be settled. But 
actually infected or diseased tonsils 
are certainly associated with or due 
to what we may properly call office, 
household or schoolroom cri. 


Cri (pronounced kree) is a word I 
coined from the initial letters of Com- 
mon Respiratory Infections, an honest 
word—unlike the treacherous word 
‘“cold”—for ‘when you acknowledge 
you’ve got you don’t know just what 
but probably one of the score or more 
of disorders or diseases which begin 


in a similar. way, you are playing 
square toward your friefids, associates 
and the public in general. When you 
pretend you’ve got a mere “‘cold” you 
are playing crooked—deliberately ex- 
posing every one who happens to ‘get 
within your range to whatever your 
itiness may prove to be. You don’t 
know at the onset, and neither cam the 
doctor himself determine just what 
does ail you, at first. So you play a 
dirty game, you show very poor 
sportsmanship, you are a polite cad or 
just an ignorant menace when you go 
about unmuzzled with your alleged 
‘‘cold. ?

The usual mode of infection is by 
the agency of nose or throat or mout 


secretion, which is conveyed from-one . 


person. to another in the form of a 


fine spray given off when the affected 


person talks, laughs, coughs or 
sneezes. The droplets of 1,is spray 
may be invisibly minute, yet they 
contain the virulent germs of the dis- 
ease. The range of the spray, careful 
tests have shown, is less than five 
feet in ordinary conversation, but the 
range increases to twelve feet in vio- 
lent coughing or sneezing with the 
nose and mouth unmuzzled. 


If the brother or sister developing 
an alleged “‘cold’’ wears a gauze mask 
over nose and mouth, of ordinary sur- 
geon’s gauze or cheesecloth having 
not less than 32 threads to the inch, 
this pretty effectively stops the deadly 


‘spray, no matter which of the respira- 


tory infections he is developing, so 
that associates who have to come 
within range would not be in any 
danger. 


Such a mask must be made of not 
less than ten layers of the gauze to be 
an effective bar to the passage of any 
spray. 

From the viewpoint of the affected 
individual, it might be fair enough for 
him to go about his business un- 
muzzled. and. let every one who must 


come near him don such a gauze.

years. When I asked him why, he ex- 
plained that he had voted for a. neigh- 
bor for a state office—-he declared 
that the neighbor could not have been 
elected without his. help—ani yet 
when the election was over the suc- 
cessful candidate failed to invite him 
to a dinner given to celebrate the vic- 
tory. “And,” he added, “I just. made 
up my mind that if 1 could be so de- 

ceived by a man who lived next door 
to me I did not have sense enough to 


vote, and I have not voted since.”’ 


Do Best We Can. 

We are all liable to make mistakes, 
but a mistake at one election is no 
justification for failure to vote at 
other elections. 'We must do the best 
we can; and we must not be discour- 


aged if the men elected do not dé all 
that we expect of them. The govern- 
ment is not perfect and never will be, 
no matter what party is in power. 
When the democrats are in power | 
can prove by all the republicans that 
the government is not perfect; when 
the republicans are in power | can 
prove by the democrats that the gov- 
ernment is not perfect. Governments. 
are administered by human beings; we 


must expect honest men to make mis- 


takes and we must not be surprised if, 
uccasionally, an _ official embezzles 
power and turns to his own advantage 
the authority entrusted to him to use 
for the public good. We should pun- 
ish him and try to safeguard the peo- 
ple. The initiative and referendum 
are valuable because they enable the 
people to protect themselves from 
misrepresentation. 

But even if the government could 
be made perfect today it would be im- 
perfect tomorrow. #Times change and 
néw conditions arise that make new 
laws necessary. As the remedy can

“To suppose that by the side of the 
eternal Spirit there is another eternal 
and self-existent being, the raw mat- 
ter of the world, ‘without form and 
void’ involves the absurdity of two 
absolutes Inniting one another.. More- 
over, scientific study favors the view 


. that matter itself is an effect. 


If weeaccept the hypothesis of 
molecules as the ultimate forms of 
matter, Sir John Herschel finds in each 
of these as related to others, ‘the es- 
sential quality of a manufactured 
article.’ ” 


The commonly accepted view of 
the creation or non-eternity of matter 
is defended even more vigorously by 
Dr. A. B. Bruce: 


“Whether the Idea of creation 
necessarily implies that the world had 
a historical beginning, Is a question 
upon which theists are divided, some 
holding it possible for the universe to 
be the creation and abode of God, 
even though it never comes into be- 
ing, but was like God eternal. Pos- 

ssitly it might guard all Christian in- 
terests to say that the world might 
have had a beginning, and if eternal 
it was so by God’s will. It may not 
be contrary to Christian theism io say 
that the world did always exist, but 
only to say that it must have existed 
from eternity, and that God could no 
more exist without a world than the 
world could exist without God, 


But it must be admitted that a cre- 
ation implying a historical beginning 
most effectually guards the supremacy 


of God, and the dependence of the 
world upon Him. A world eternally 
existing is apt to land us in one of the 
anti-Christian conceptions; either the 
eternally existent world assumes in its 
primitive state the aspect of a chaos 
which at a given date Go takes in 
hand to shape into a cosmos, or it 
becomes a stream eternally flowing 
out of the divine fountain of being. 
The former was the view of Greek 
philosophers who conceived of the 
raw material of the world, as inde- 
pendent of God for its being, and 
thought of God merely as the shaper 
of chaos into a world of order. This 
theory obviously involves an endless, 
incurable dualism. 


The other conception is not less 
fatal to Christian interest. Under it 


creation becomes a process of neces- 
sary emanation, excluding. freedom if 
not consciousness, and God becomes 
confounded with the universe. The 
alternatives before us if we conceive 
of the world as eternal, are thus-likely 
_to be either manichaeon dualism or 
pantheism.” 


We thus have the ablest advocates 
of the theistic faith differing as to the 


logical consequences involved in the’ 


conception of an eternal universe.

Wherever he went 
people were always turning 
their heads and pointing their 
fnigers and saying, ‘‘That’s 

‘Joyous Max’-—Max Linder, you know 
—the famous funny man of the 
movies.”’ 


He was. wealthy. 


As long ago as 1913, before he had 
gone permanently into the movies, he 
was drawing $240 a night from the 
Winter Garden, Berlin’s leading vaude- 
ville theater. A movie contract made 
within-the next few months gave him a 
salary of $70,000 a year. Later he 
earned a great déal more than that and, 
although not at all miserly, he saved a 
large part of his earnings. Only a short 
time before his death he bought a mig- 
nificent Paris mansion. 


With love, health, fame and wealth 
securely his own what could it have 
been that Max Linder lacked to make 
him want to continue living and to give 
him the contentment and joy most men 
would have found in such circumstances 
as his? 

That is the question which baffles 
everybody who has pondered its puz- 
zling complexities and contradictions. 

The night before the tragedy Linder 
had seemed in unusually good spirits. 
Early the next day he and his wife were 
to leave with their eighteen-months-old 
baby to pass a few weeks ata friend’s 
house in the country.

tive for the prevention of the respira- 
tory infections. 

In saying all this | am aware that 
the pfinciples concerned are as un- 
popular with hardened offenders 
agaipst the golden rule of hygiene as 
the eighteenth amendment is with old 
topers, and that the policy outlined is 
Utopian to old fogies, -both medical 
and lay. But nevertheless, if public 
canscience could be aroused, as was 
public fear in the great influenza epi- 
demic, some headway might be made 
in the prevention.of the cri. Under 
the present practice and policy of our 
public health authorities, absolutely 
no progress is being made against 
these diseases, which are responsible 
for most of the illness doctors attend. 
This sad record of modern public 
health administration is attributable, I 
believe, to the unstable and wavering 
attitude of our intrenched public 
health administrators upon the nature 
and cause of the cri. They do not 
seem to know where they are at; they 
are out of harmony with each other 
and with the scientific findings bear- 
ing on the question; they procure 
legislation designating pneumonia, for 
instance, as ‘a reportable infectious 
disease this year; and then revoke 
that regulation next year; they teach 
in the schools that “all colds are 
caused by a transfer of excreta from 
one person to another,”’ and then they 


send out radio and newspaper bulle- 
tins informing the public that ‘‘cold 
germs are not dangerous unless the 
individual’s resistance is lowered. by 
exposure, insufficient clothing’ and 
SO On.

ago. : 

One of the proofs is the finding of 
ictures of the mammoth. This hairy 

st became extinct in southern 
Europe hundreds of centuries ago. It 
looked very much like an elephant, 
but had two coats of hair—one long 
and one short. The finding of two 
mammoths, one pe ay Mane preserved, 
in Siberia, has made it possible for 
ecientists to tell what mammoths were 
like. ‘Their skin was an inch thick— 
about twiee as thick as an elephant's 
hide. _Some of them had tusks as 
much as eleven feet in length. The 
mammoths found in Siberia fell frozen 
in the snow, and the coldness of their 
northern graves acted like a refrig- 


erator. ‘

The mammoths which 
southern Europe have left some of 
their ‘bones, but none of their flesh. 
They must have ‘objects of great 
interest to the people of the Stone 
Age. We can guess that from the 
number of pictures of the beast left 


. by eave artists. 


Paints were used during the Stone 
Age—especially black and red. Stone 
“saucers” in which the paints were 
mixed, have been found in or near 
eaves. We also have the remains of 
paint tubes. One way that paint 
was made was by mixing colored earth 
with oil from animal fat. 

Pictures of bison were even more 
commonly made than those of mam- 
moths. Scores of bison can be seen 
teday if you visit a cave in northern 
Spain and look at the walls and ceil- 
ing, with the aid of a flashlight, or 
Jantern. Stone Age artists are believ- 
ed to have used terches and rude stone 
lamps to give them light when they 
painted some distance from the mouth 
of a cave. Pieces of flat stone, slight- 
ly hollowed out, have been found at 
— where cave tribes made their 

The traces of burnt fat in the 
hollows lead to the belief that the flat 
stones served as lamps. 

Besides bison and mammoths, the 
cave artists made sketches of birds, 
deer and wild horses. Most of the 
pictures are poor, but some show life 
and action. Pictures were sometimes 
cut into cave walls, instead of being 

ainted. Knives made from stone or 

one were used for such art work.

Nowadays the average person puts 
on a hat whenever he goes outside, 
even during the summer months when 
n hat seems a foolish and unnecessary 
addition. But in England, before the 
Sag of the Normans, no one. wore 
a hat. 

About the middle of the twelfth 
century, they wore “hats of beaver,”’ 
and two hundred years later, hats 
with feathery plumes were the fash- 
ion.

not precede the disease and can not 
be applied until the public becomes 
acquainted with the disease and has 
time to choose the remedy, there is 
always something that needs. to be 
done. If Christians do not make it 
their business te understand their gov- 
ernment’s needs and to propose laws 
that are necesewary, others will. Are 
any more worthy to be trusted than 
Christians? 

Even constitutions must be changed 
in order that our government may be’ 
in the hands of the living rather than 
in the hands ef the dead. Those who 


wrote our constitution were very wise 
men and yet the wisest thing they did 
was to include a provision which en- 
abled those whe came after them to 


ehange anything that they wrote imto| of 


the constitution. 
Nineteen Changes Made. 
Jefferson thought a constitution 


should: be brought up to date by every 
generation. Ni have 
been made im our constitution by 
amendment since the constitution was 
adopted and four of these have been 
adopted within the last ten years. I 
venture to call attention to the later 
enes for twe purposes; first, to show 
how long it takes to amend the con- 
stifution and why; second, to remind 
~ou that these four great: amendments 
have been adopted by joint action by 
two great parties. 


It required twenty-one years to se- 
cure the amendment previding for 
popular election of United States sen- 
ators after the amendment was first 
indorsed by the house of representa: 
tives at Washington. Fer one hua- 
sired and three years after the adep- 
tion of the federal constitution the 
people tolerated the election of sena- 
tors by legislatures before there was 
a protest that rese to the dignity of 
n constitutional resolution. A repub- 
licuan president, Andrew Jackson, ree- 
ommended the change in a message to 
eongress. Some ten years later, Gen- 
eral Weaver, a populist representative 
in congress from lowa. introduced a 
resolution proposing an amendment 
providing for the popular election of 
senators, but no action was taken at 
that time. 


Resolation Passed.

In 1902 a democratic house of rep- ' 


resentatives at Washimgten passed a | 
resolution, by the necessary twe-thirds 
vote, submitting the propesed amend- 
ment. Hen. Harry St. George Tucker, 
of Virginia, was the chairman of the 
committee when this resolution passed 
the house. A similar resolution passed 
the house on five separate occasions 
afterward (twice when the house was | 
democratic and three times when it 
was republican), before it could pass 
the senate. The amendment was 
finally submitted by joint action of a 
democratic house and a republican 
senate and was ratified in a short 
time, democratic and republican states 
vying with each other ia furnishing 
the necessary number. In 1913 it be 
came my privilege, as secretary of | 
state, to sign the last document neces- 
sary to make this amendment a part 
the constitution. I have dwelt 
upon this contest at some length im 
order to call attention to the time 
it teck to secure the change and to 
the fact that the two parties share the 
honer of making the change. 


It took seventeen years to secure the 
amendment te the constitution author- 
izing-an income tax. The income tax 
law, enacted in 1894, was declared un- 
coustitutional by the United States 


a court, by a majority of one, 
m 1895. In 18096 the fight for a 
constitutional amendment was in- 
augurated and the amendment was 
ratifiel and became a part of the 
constitution early in 1913. This 
amemdiment, like the amendment pro- 
viding for popular election of United 
States senators, required many years, 
and fer the same reason, yiz., that the! 
people were not alert as they should 
have been, not as vigilant as they 
should be. In the case of the income 
tax amendment also, as in the case of 
the other, the two parties contributed 
te the change in the constitution and 
share the glery together. The first 
amendment brought the United States 
senate nearer the people and opened 
the way for other reforms; the second 
made it possible to apportion more 
equitably the burdens of the govern- 
ment.

The third of the amendments was 
also a long time in coming and was 
finally brought by joint action of 
democrats and republicans. It is not 
necessary to trace the growth of this 
reform. Suffice it to say that the 
Christian charches were the dominat- 
ing behimi the prohihition 
movement aad that the south played 
a very preminent part in driving out 
the snleon. Mere than two-thirds of 
the sematers and 
southern states voted for the submis- 
sion of national prohibition after 
mearly all the southern states had 
prohibitien by individeal act. 
The first four states to ratify were 
southern democratic states-—Missis- 
opi. Virginia, Kentucky and South 
Carolina. It is only fair, however, to 
say that the west cantested with the 
south the henor of lending in thi« 
sont. apd that the northern state« 
finally did mearly as well as the south- 
ern states im the matter of ratifying. 
And #t is better that the victory 
should be a joint ove, expressing the 
conscience ef the nation regardless of 
party, than that it should be merely 
a party victory. 

But the real credit for leadership 
alongs not to any party er to any 
section, but to these whose consciences 
were quickened by the teachings of the 
Bible. Total abstinemee was natural- 
ly more prevalent among church mem- 
ors than among these outside of the 


church, and this, of course. was the 
foundation upon whieh — prohibition 
rest ed.

Ilere are three propositions which 
apply especially to Christians,

The fourth amendment adopted in 
rec@ht years extended equal suffrage 


to women, Like the three to which 
I have referred, it was a long time 
coming and eame at last by ‘joint ac- 
tion of the two great parties. A ma- 
jority of both parties im both senate 
and house voted fer the submission 
of this amendment and it required both 
democratic and republican states to 
ratify it. The opposition which the 
amendment met in the south was not 
due to lack of confidence in women, 
for newhere in the werld ix woman 
more highly egtimated or more fally 
trusted. Such local opposition as there 
was was due to the race question.
